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THE Hardware Trade Journal in a recent issue re- 
marks that while a good deal has been recently said 
about the superiority of the American hardware man 
in regard to stock and methods of keeping same and 
attractive window display, it is significant that he is 
behind the English hardware dealer in handling paints, 
brushes and similar goods. 








Exports of boots and shoes in the fiscal year about 
to close seem likely to exceed those of any preced- 
ing year, both in quantity and value. In 1880 the 
number of pairs of boots and shoes exported was 
378,274; in 1890 the number had only increased to 
587,108 pairs; by 1900 the number had grown to 
3,016,720 pairs, and in 1902 the total was 3,966,766 
pairs; and in the fiscal year about to end the total will 
pass the four million line. 

AMERICAN employers of labor* are discussing the 
question as to whether our statutes do not hold labor 
unions legally liable for breach of trade agreements 
or contracts made with employers, rendering the for- 
mer liable for damages, as in the case of the Taff Vale 
decision in England some months back, where an as- 
sociation of railroad employes were assessed heavy 
damages for tying up a railroad by a strike. Various 
views are held as to whether members of a union can 
be held individually liable for breach of contracts and 
for acts detrimental to employers and non-union work- 
ers committed by unions of which they are members. 








THE number of passengers carried by the railroads 
of the country, according to the Interstate Commerce 
Commissicn Report, during the year ending June 30, 
1902, as shown by the annual reports of railways, was 
649,878,505, showing an increase for the year of 42,- 
600,384. The number of passengers carried one mile 
—that is, passenger mileage—was 19,689,937,620, 
there being an increase in this item of 2,336,349,176. 


There was an increase in the density of passenger traf- 
fic, as the number of passengers carried one mile per 
mile of line in 1902 was 99,314, and in 1901, 89,721. 
The number of tons of freight carried during the year 
was 1I,200,315,787, an increase of 111,089,347 being 
shown. The number of tons of freight carried one 
mile—that is, ton mileage—was 157,289,370,053. The 
increase in the number of tons carried one mile was 
10,212,234,013. The number of tons carried one mile 
per mile of tine was 793,351. These figures show an 
increase in the density of freight traffic of 32,937 tons 
carried one mile per mile of line. 
A more than usually important decision 
A Correct has been rendered by the Court of Ap- 
Decision. peals of the District of Columbia in two 
cases which involved the validity of the 
action of the Postmaster-General in excluding from 
among second-class mail matter certain publications is- 
sued in a series. One of these series of publications 
had been issued for a number of years, and had been 
accepted by the Postoffice Department previously as 
constituting mail matter of the second class. The 
court below held that the Postmaster-General had 
exceeded his authority in excluding the publications, 
but his action has been upheld by the appellate court. 
That court held that the volumes published in the 
series in question, one of which was Thackeray’s 
“Henry Esmond,” were not devoted to literature, but 
were, in fact, literature, and that they did not become 
periodicals by reason of being published periodically. 
The: court further held that the publishers were not 
entitled to an injunction by reason of the fact that 
they had made large contracts for the future delivery 
of their publications at prices founded on a confidence 
in the continuance of the privilege accorded under pre- 
vious administrations of the Postoffice Department. 

It is a wonder to any sane man that such a decision 
as this was not made years ago. “Jesse James, the 
Omnipresent Outlaw” and “Ranger Rube, the Cali- 
fornia Catamount,” published in “serial” form have 
been securing second-class rates originally designed for 
legitimate newspapers only. 

Thackeray is dead and in his grave, as are our 
grandmothers who eagerly followed the adventures of 
Henry Esmond, when they first came out in book 
form. Is it not idiocy for our postal authorities to 
have admitted modern trash and honored clas- 
sic to the mails as newspapers year after year, 
simply because they put “Vol. 1, No. 1, Janu- 
ary, 1903,” on the front cover? While gro- 
cery house price lists masquerading as trade papers 
and any literature of any kind from Balzac down to 
Nick Carter paraded as serials, cheap politicians 
would sniff and growl ominously about the cost to the 
government of distributing “newspapers,” their ears 
being conveniently deaf to protests of genuine news- 
papers against the rank abuses of second-class priv- 
ileges. If this opening attack on this pestilential in- 
iquity be followed up and every second-class weed is 
mercilessly pulled up by the roots and thrown over the 
departmental fence we predict that the second-class 
matter no longer saddled with this parasitic growth 
will prove a revenue-producer.

Tue Terre Haute Tribune tells the following story: 
“Near the little hamlet of Hillsboro lived a farmer 
who came into the possession of a catalogue issued by 
a Chicago department store and who, attracted by its 
specious pleas, began to purchase his supplies from it 
instead of from the local stores as formerly. He be- 
came so enthusiastic on the subject that his only visits 
to the home merchants were for the purpose of dis- 
posing of the products of his farm, and in the fullness 
of time these dealers, hurt by his attitude and the ten- 
dency of others to imitate his example, combined for 
the purpose of giving him a lesson. One morning this 
devotee of the Chicago store arrived in Hillsboro and, 
having mailed his order for supplies at the postoffice, 
drove up to one of the stores to sell his load of butter, 
eggs and vegetables. He was informed that the mer- 
chant ‘didn’t want no butter, ner no aigs, ner nothin’ 
else neither,” and, in nowise daunted, he turned to a 
business rival across the street, only to meet a similar 
failure. He made the rounds of the village stores 
without success, and as he was driving out of town, 
puzzled and perplexed, one of the merchants called out 
to him that possibly he could sell his goods to the Chi- 
cago department store if he drove up there. The 
farmer rose up in his wagon, lashed his horses and 
went home swearing mad, but, being a man of some 
sense, he saw the point upon reflection, burned his 
catalogue and returned with contribution to the men 
who patronized him.” 

An excellent story this, but possibly the merchants’ 
remedy was too drastic and in this age of close com- 
petition I fear it would prove rather difficult of general 
application. It would be an excellent idea, however, 
for dealers to do a little work on the Hillsboro idea. 

It cannot be gainsaid that the thousands of small 
mercantile communities add millions of dollars’ worth 
to the value of our farm lands. If the country hardware 
stores, country groceries and country dry goods stores 
in towns of 800 inhabitants should be forced to close 
by the extension of catalogue house business, and 
farmers were forced to do their buying and selling at 
large centers, farms now valued at good prices, owing 
to their nearness to market, would seek the level of 
values of poorer farms now far away from markets. 

The ideal location for a farm would be 
a few miles from the business district of Chi- 
cago or St. Louis. This would give the farmer a 
magnificent market close at hand. Of course, taxa- 
tion and high valuations makes such farming an eco- 
nomic impossibility. It is obvious that the next best 


thing for the farmer to do is to attract as many people 
as possible to his vicinity, making a home market a 
few miles from his farm. The eggs eaten by Sears, 
Roebuck & Co.’s credit man at his morning’s break- 
fast in a Chicago residence pay tribute to the rail- 
roads, the Chicago commission man, the Chicago eg 

candler, the Chicago delivery man, the Chicago gro- 
cer and sometimes the Chiéago apartment house pro- 
prietor, as well as the farmer, and the odds against 
their being the identical eggs sold by Hiram Jones, 
Podunk, Ill, are about 2,000,000 to 1. When Mr. 
Jones delivers his eggs to the president of the Podunk 
Hardware Co. no middlemen get a profit on them. 
The more money he spends right in Podunk the more 
money Podunk people have to spend with him. He is 
sure to get their money, too, as he and other farmers 
in the vicinity have the edge in supplying the Podunk 
vegetable market, while they are infinitesimal factors 
in the markets of great cities. 

Then again, I never heard of a farmer who did not 
grumble about high taxes. What better remedy is 
there for this than in getting a number of merchants 
into the same township and getting back part of what 
they spend for augers, barn door hinges and nails in 
making them help pay the marshall’s salary? 

The farmer enjoys his weekly paper, but the two- 
inch agate type Sears-Roebuck advertisement is not 
what gives the editor a living—it’s the advertisements 
of local fherchants. 

The farmer likes to see a circus or a barn-storming 
crowd or hear a popular lecture once in a while, but 
if he makes his adjacent town dead by sending his 
money to Chicago these people will pass him up. 

There are a number of reasons why self-interest 
should induce the farmer to patronize the local mer- 
chant—he will certainly extend to him as much credit 
when crops are bad as the Chicago supply houses wii! 
—he can’t very well do otherwise. On the other hand, 
what saving, year in and year out, freight included. 
value included, cost of repairs, etc., included, postage, 
too, for that matter—can a farmer show in patroniz- 
ing a catalogue house ?

THE strenuosity of competition varies in different 
lines. In some goods the various manufacturers use 
easy methods and do not move heaven and earth to 
make sales. In other lines terrific endeavors are made 
to push goods. If our beloved president should de- 
cide to embark in the manufacture of some hardware 
specialty there is a strong probability that he would 
choose carpet sweepers. While the carpet sweeper 
makers are few and far between, their adoption of 
schemes to push their goods are many and energetic. 
Handsome display racks for the dealer, child’s sweep- 
ers as souvenirs for jobbers, retail advertising schemes 
by the bushel are used in pushing these substitutes 
for grandma’s broom. The English firms in this line 
are kept racking their brains to go competitors one 
better, just as well as their American brethren. Ent- 
wisle & Kenyon, Ltd., Accrington, England, makers 
of the Ewbank carpet sweeper, propose to execute all 
repairs free of charge within a period of three years 
from the date of the purchase, and also within a fur- 
ther period of three years—that is, six years from the 











date of purchase—to do repairs at a low schedule of 
costs. 

A registration card is sent out with each sweeper. 
On that card the intimation is made that the purchaser 
should at once fill in certain details and post it to 
Entwisle and Kenyon. The name and address 
will then be registered, and shortly before the expira- 
tion of the guaranty the customer will be notified 
direct from the works to return the carpet sweeper for 
free repair. This card contains spaces for the name 
and address of the purchaser, the name of the sweeper, 
the person and address from whom the actual con- 
sumer bought the sweeper and the date of the pur- 
chase. This means, of course, that the actual user of 
the sweeper and the maker are to be brought into 
direct contact. 

This latest example of carpet sweeper “enterprise’’ 
is looked upon with considerable misgiving by the 
English hardware dealer. He justly fears that it is an 
opening wedge which will lead to direct trading. In 
commenting on the objections to this scheme the Hard- 
ware Trade Journal says: 

“The great secret of success on the part of the iron- 
monger is to get customers into his shop. We do not 
see, therefore, how the retail trader, anxious to main- 
tain the relations between ali the departments of his 
business, can regard these free repair proposals with 
complacency. Already resolutions of protest have 
been passed by associated ironmongers, and it is high- 
ly probable that further protests will be made. Why? 
Because the scheme is based upon a wrong principle, 
and on that ground alone it ought to be opposed. But 
there is contained within the proposal a self-destroying 
germ. The conditions set forth that these free repairs 
are to be made, except where such are necessary 
through gross negligence, careless or improper usage. 
Do Messrs. Entwisle and Kenyon really imagine that 
they are going to make the ladies who use their ma- 
chines acknowledge that the treatment meted out to a 
sweeper has not been fair? If they do, then they 
must be very inexperienced or else have underestimat- 
ed the difficulties of their self-imposed task. The en- 
forcement of such a condition is certain to lead to a 
good deal of angry correspondence, and we do not 
envy the local retailer who has to step in as an inter- 
mediary. It is well enough for Messrs. Entwisle and 
Kenyon to say that they are to be the judges of what 
is fair wear and tear and what is not, but their dictum 
will never be accepted. Every time that shelter is 
taken behind this condition the number of customers 
will be reduced and the unhappy retailer will be placed 
in an awkward position. At the best the woes of busi- 
ness life are heavy enough; then why seek to add 
to them the terrors of offended dignity or the frowns 
of fair customers ?” 

It is all very well to warrant goods against defects, 
but when a firm goes a step further and agrees to 
free repairs for a fair degree of wear and tear for six 
vears’ use they are attaching a very undesirable string 


to every sale of their goods the retailer makes. 
ae 


James B. Dit, the New York lawyer in his com- 
mencement address before the University of Minne- 
sota said: 
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“The movement toward combination and aggrega- 
tion has taken possession of the American people, and 
is a controlling factor in our business and professional 
life. An important lesson for the college graduate in 
this is that he must go into a business or professional 
life affected by these aggregations and combinations. 

“The assertion has been made that the doing away 
with the small independent manufacturer, the elimina- 
tion of the small storekeeper, the apparent crowding 
out of the individual man in professional work, is all 
against the college man. I cannot bring myself to 
believe that this is true. 

“I believe that the tendency to organization, to com- 
bination, has put a demand on the college-trained 
minds, has put a premium upon the services of such 
men, and has made it easier than formerly for the col- 
lege graduate to get started and to succeed in the 
world, 

When the trust movement shall have steadied itself, 
and when it shall have eradicated those tendencies 
which are, apparently, in the wrong direction, when 
it shall have increased and strengthened those ele- 
ments which are right, then the men in charge of the 
great combinations and in executive positions will be 
the men who not only have a knowledge of the busi- 
ness, but whose minds have been broadly trained, and 
whose characters have been formed within university 
halls. 

“The executive head of a great corporation, if he is 
fitted for his high post, is first of all unhurried and sys- 
tematic. He does not touch details—his function is 
that of deciding things. 

“His ability must be conspicuous, his attainments 
wide, his industry ceaseless, hut the rewards are com- 
For reaching such a position and reaping 
such rewards, both of wealth and of reputation, a col- 
lege course, faithfully followed, offers the best prep- 


mensurate. 


aration. For the four years of college life, in addi- 
tiou to giving the earnest student a groundwork of 
political economy, of history, of science and of modern 
languages as well as ancient, should accustom him to 
sustained mental effort.” 

Mr. Dill discussed at some length what he conceived 
to be the threatening aspect of the corporate situation, 
drawing the conclusion that the employment of college 
men by corporations was a virtual necessity. He said 
in part: 

“The outlook from the corporate standpoint to-day 
betokens the possibility of storms. 

“While I am a believer in combination and organiza- 
tion, yet I believe that tendency has been carried, in 
some instances, beyond its legitimate purpose, and that 
there has taken possession of some a combination 
fever, a greed for unearned wealth, which amounts al- 
most to a mania. Many combinations have been or- 
ganized nominally upon economic grounds for mutual 
saving and the stopping of competition, but really have 
accomplished little more than the unloading of blocks 
of indigestible securities upon a deceived public. In 
other words, the combinations were made to sell se- 
curities, so-called, rather than the manufactured prod- 
uct turned out by the mills and factories.”

RAVAGES OF THE STEEL BEETLE. 





C. N. Barnes, Grand Forks, N. D., sends us a card 
showing “Before and After Using” photographs of a 
certain make of steel range, the pride and joy of a Chi- 
cago mail order house. A farmer near Lake 
Crystal, Minn., bought one of these ranges and after 
a year’s usage the steel was frightfully burned through 
in several places, according to a photograph taken in 
the hardware store of James & Rowland, Lake Crystal, 
Minn., and for sale for 50 cents by H. L. Chaffee, 
Mankato, Minn. 

These experienced Northwestern stove men are, we 
regret to say, mistaken in this matter. For the benefit 
of Mr. Barnes, Mr. Chaffee and other interested par- 
ties, we would state that Lake Crystal, Minn., is the 
home of the steelisticus coleoptera, or, as it is com- 
monly called; the “steel beetle.” This eleven-legged 
insect makes its home in the day time in the pearly 
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depths of Lake Crystal, and exactly as the clock strikes 
the midnight hour rises to the surface, proceeds to the 
farmer’s kitchen, removes the rivets on the steel range 
and makes a meal of the succulent sheet steel in the 
range body. After it has demolished several square 
inches of cooking apparatus it rivets it up and de- 
parts. We consider it a scurvy trick for James & 
Rowland to try to make out that the dilapidated ap- 
pearance of the range in question was due to the use 
of poor material on the part of the Chicago supply 
house, when they probably knew that the steelisticus 
coleoptera, an insect confined, so entomologists tell us, 
to the shores of Lake Crystal, was probably respon- 
sible for the range’s disgraceful deterioration.

direct to consumers through peddlers’ wagons, THE AMERI- 
CAN ARTISAN has solicited the opinion of representative re- 
tailers in all sections of the country concerning this mat- 
ter, asking them How should dealers treat hardware jobbers 
who are trying to sell the trade the identical steel range 
which is being offered consumers through peddlers? 

For once a trade discussion the replies were unani- 
mous. Every dealer heard from was against the proposition. 
The bulk of the replies were short, sweet and straight to the 
point, and will make mighty interesting reading, we have no 
doubt, for the jobber in question. Their replies are given 
herewith. 

C. F. Barger, Albia, Ia., writes: “I do not know of any 
case where the jobber has offered such a range for sale that 
was sold by peddlers. Ordinarily, I would rather buy direct 
from the factory where the goods are made. The only range 
that has been peddled here is the Home Comfort range, and 
they are used here now. When we found they were coming 
here, the hardware stores spent about $15 each in calling the 
attention of the people to the fact that they should not buy 
of peddlers—that we would sell just as good a range for $15 
to $20 less money, and we called attention to some instances 
where some of their neighbors were swindled before by trade 
peddlers, but they caught some trade anyhow.

J. Schmidt, Wabasha, Minn., writes: “Dealers should let 
alone steel ranges which are being offered them by hard- 
ware jobbers, when they are the same as the peddlers’ ranges 
and should not handle them.” 


Taylor Frier, of the Frier-Jacquin Hardware Co., Louisi- 
ana, Mo., writes: “The dealer should not turn down the jobber 
on the range question especially if these ranges are made by 
the same concern that have been peddling ranges throughout 
That is what we expect to do.” 


R. G. Chandler, Coldwater, Mich., writes: ‘“‘The trade 
should let hardware jobbers alone who are trying to’sell them 
the same range that peddlers carry.” 


F. A. Powers & Co., Norwalk, Ohio, write: “We are 
under a strong impression that if our jobbers sold a steel 
range that was peddled to consumers directly or indirectly, we 
should have a heart to heart talk with the jobber, and if we 
failed to convince him of the error of his ways, there would 
be a perceptible falling off in our orders. Any jobber who 
does not give a reasonable amount of protection to the re- 
tailer is not deserving of patronage.”

H. Williams, Streator, Ill., writes: “Dealers should 
withdraw their patronage entirely from hardware jobbers who 
are trying to sell the trade the same steel range which is 
being offered consumers through peddlers.” 

A leading Minnesota dealer writes: “The way to prevent 
hardware jobbers handling a range handled by peddlers is to 
refuse to buy their ranges or anything else if it can possibly 
be helped.” ‘ 

\ leading Northwestern retailer writes: “I feel that the 
retailer is doing himself an injustice when he is patronizing 
jobbers who would sell the retail hardware trade the identical 
steel range which is being offered consumers by peddlers.”

T. & B. SPECIAL SIDE WALL RBGISTER. 


The Tuttle & Bailey Mfg. Co., New York, Boston 
and Chicago, are manufacturers of the T. & B. special 
side-wall register shown herewith. 
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T. & B. Special Side Wall Register. 


In this register the grille is placed in the face of the 
register, rather than in the throat of flue. A net air 
opening is thus obtained which is more than the ca- 
pacity of the pipe; thus a 4x10 flue (40 square inches) 
using a register size 7x10 and allowing even one-third 
off for the fret work gives a net air opening of 47 
square inches, it is claimed. This is 7 square inches 
greater than the capacity of the flue. 

The T. & B. Special side-wall register leaves the 
flue entirely unobstructed; has an improved rim, mak- 
ing a neat finish where baseboard is cut, and is ex- 
tremely simple in construction and easily set and is of 
handsome open design. 

The valve can be set in any position and deflect the 
heat into the room in any desired quantity, and the 
surplus heat can be carried to the second story. 

This register is made in three. parts, the border 
frame, the register face and the valve, and weighs 
(size 7x12) 10 pounds. The border frame has recent- 
ly been improved by adding a narrow rim around the 
edge, which serves as a finish and covers the rough 
edge where the baseboard touches the frame. A small 





lug projects from this frame, which allows its being 
fastened securely to the baseboard.

The furnace trade will be glad to know that now 
there is a reputable and reliable furnace supply house 
located in Chicago who can be treated with confidence. 
When interrogated by a representative of this paper 
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as to the bellicose claim of a certain furnace fit- 
tings concern to exclusive rights to making adjustable 
joints in any form, Mr. Buller of this firm pooh-poohed 
the efforts of the aforesaid competitor to involve his 
firm in a legal imbroglio, and stated that his concern 
were fully prepared to completely protect the trade in 
this matter. 

We, for our part, have certainly heard. of adjustable 
joints in furnace supply work before, and in this con- 
nection are reminded of a firm who paid a lawyer 
$5,000 to sue another concern for infringing their 
patent on wax paper. This lawyer, observing a sample 
of wax paper on the opposing attorney’s desk, asked 
leave to borrow it.

My way of constructing chimney tops is to seam 
them together, which is light, strong and easily done 
as any other way. 

Measure off the size desired, allowing 3% inch on 
each side of end pieces for lock, which is to be turned 
one-half turn, and 3% inch on each side of side pieces 
for locks; turn a %-inch lock, turning this lock down; 
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then hook the end lock into the side lock; lay on stake 
and double seam it, which gives a good flat seam at 
each corner, making a very strong job. One object 
in using this method is that smaller pieces can be 
used than in making a top in two pieces, and being 
fully as strong and durable. In laying out the pattern 
allow one inch at bottom for %4-inch rod, which is to 
be put in each section separately. ““W ALTER.”

CLAIM STATEMENT IS UNQUALIFIEDLY FALSE.

curity in the sum of $25,000 to secure the complain- 
ants against any damages that they may suffer by 
reason of any infringement by the defendants of the 
letters patent No. 527,361 of October 2, 1894, here in 
suit, and further unless the defendants shall continue 
to file with the clerk of this court each week until the 
final decision of this cause, a verified statment of their 
total sales and deliveries of all articles of enameled 
metal ware, like or similar to the exhibit infringing 
ware referred to in the affidavits of Chaumont & 
Vail herein. As long as the defendants comply with 
the foregoing requirements the injunction shall re- 
main suspended until the decision of this cause at final 
hearing.’ 

“From this official document these facts 
First, that the application for an injunction was not 
denied, but was granted; second, that the New Eng- 
land Enameling Company is required to give a bond 
for $25,000 to secure us against damages. 

“Further comment is unnecessary. We hereby give

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A NEW BASIS FOR PROFIT SHARING. 





The Engineer and Iron Traders’ Advertiser of Glas- 
gow, Scotland, thus describes the system of profit shar- 
ing practised at the works of A. S. Baker & Co., of Ev- 
ansville, Wis. In a recent enlargement of the company’s 
business the capital stock was increased to $300,000, 
$200,000 of which was preferred and fully paid, the 
rest being set aside for profit sharing between capital 
and labor in proportion to the earnings of each, al- 
lowing the earning power of capital to be 5 per cent, 
and that of labor the actual wages of the workman. 
In other words, each man’s capital is reckoned at as 
much as would produce his wages at a rate of 5 per 
cent. If, then, the profit for the year is found to be 10 
per cent, the holder of $10,000 of preferred stock 
would receive $1,000, and the man whose salary for 
the year was $500, and whose capital of skill, industry, 
and strength are, therefore, rated at $10,000, would 
also receive $1,000. As a matter of fact, the profit for 
the last year was such that each man who earned $600 
received in profits $496.20. This is a remarkable de- 
parture from the usual methods adopted in a profit- 
sharing plan, and puts the laborer on an entirely new 
basis, inasmuch as it treats his accumulated stock of 
experience and skill, which increases his earning ca- 
pacity, as a real capital. it gives a much larger share 
of the profits to the workman than has been the case 
under any former plan, with cotresponding easing of 
his circumstances and strengthening of his allegiance 
to his employers. The result in the community has 
been better education among the majority of the

people, a great increase in the number of cottage 
homes, and the introduction of a much higher standard 
of living throughout the town. It would seem as 
though by some plan of profit-sharing which shall 
bring home to the workman his direct interest in the 
success of the business and the loss which results from 
disturbance of normal conditions must come the solu- 
tion of the problem which is now one of the most 
disturbing elements in the manufacturing field. It is 
right that those who furnish the sinews of business 
should have suitable recompense for so doing, and that 
he who directs and takes responsibility should be well 
rewarded; but it is, nevertheless, only fair that he who 
employs the skill of his hand to further the interests 
of a business should share in a time of prosperity in the 
fruits of his labor. It is important also that the work- 
man have forcibly impressed upon him the fact that 
all men are not of equal skill or ability, and though it is 
proper that a minimum rate be established, it is not 
fair that a maximum of performance be imposed, ex- 
cept as it is set by nature, so long as the specially 
skilled workman is paid for his additiona! work.

ALUMINUM AS AN ABRASIVE.

The knives in a short time obtain 
such a razor like edge that it is said that even the best 
whetstone cannot compete with the result—Ex.

CHICAUO IRON MARKET. 

Rogers, Brown & Co., Chicago, report as follows on 
the local iron market: 

The week has experienced a few changes, but noth- 
ing of any great importance. The iron market is in a 
slightly better condition than a week ago, with chances 
of further improvement. The outlook for heavy ton- 
nage for the fourth quarter of the year is encouraging 
and is considered to be good. Purchases are many, 
but mostly in small quantities. This is easily ac- 
counted for from the fact that the market is declining. 

A larger per cent of soft iron is now being sold 
than at any previous time for a long season, and all 
the furnaces have all the orders they can accommodate. 





BILLETS. 

Open hearth forging and axle billets have had some 
inquiry, but there is little inquiry for Bessemer, and 
in the absence of trading prices are little better than 
nominal. Round lots and rerolling Bessemer billets 
would be difficult to sell over $29.50 and open hearth 
at $29.50 to $30, Chicago; but single car lots continue 
to sell at from $33 to $38, according to analysis, buyer 
and time of delivery, with some premium obtained for 
jobbing quantities. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The quiet condition of the market still exists, though 
inquiries have improved some. One purchase for an 
undetermined quantity, but involving perhaps at least 
1,000 tons, was placed during the weck, and a goodly 
number of small lots have been booked. It is sure that 
about 500 tons will be bought for the Kimbark build- 
ing on Wabash avenue, and there is talk of a new office 
building on Jackson boulevard opposite Sherman 
street, requiring probably 2,000 tons. For bridge pur- 
poses there is quite an inquiry and more tonnage is go- 
ing in to that use than any other at present. Jobbers 
have good stocks and are responding to a fairly good 
country demand. We quote mill prices, Chicago, de- 
livery: Beams and channels, 16 inches and under, 
1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; universal plates, 
I.75c; angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.75c; tees, 3x3 and 
larger, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c. Lots from store, 2%4c per 
pound. 





PLATES. 

The demand on plates for bridge is active. The mills 
are unable to fill but a small percentage of their orders 
of previous obligations. One order for 5,000 tons has 
been placed this past week, but a requirement for 25,- 
000 tons could not be filled. We quote mill prices, 
Chicago delivery, as follows: Tank steel, %4 inch and 
heavier, 1.75c; flange steel, 1.85c. Prices for lots from 
stock: Tank steel, 4 inch and heavier, 2.15¢ to 2.25¢; 
3-16, 2.25c to 2.35c¢; No. 8, 2.30c to 2.40c; No. 10, 
2.35¢ to 2.45c; flange steel, 2.40c to 2.50c. 


RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

A fair inquiry has characterized the market during 
the week. There has been a livening up in all branches 
of the department. Light rails are moving well and 
track supplies for early shipments are difficult to ob- 
tain. We quote standard sections, 500 tons and over, 
$28; less than 500 tons to carload lots, $30; less than 
carload lots, $32; second quality rails, $27; light rails, 
45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 pounds, $39 to $40; regu- 
lar differentials for intermediate sizes. Track supplies, 
mill shipments: Angle bars, 2c to 2.10c; spikes, first 
quality, 2.25c (out of store, carload lots, 2.35¢ to 2.45¢ 
rates); second quality, 2.10c; track bolts, 34x%, 
with square nuts, 2.85c to 3c per 100 pounds; with 
hexagon nuts, 3.05c to 3.15c, with usual differentials 
for other sizes. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 


The contractors closed some orders for merchant 
steel during the week. The activity has perhaps been 
the more noticeable for spring steel, several contracts 
for which in lots of several hundred tons each being 
closed. Prices are without change. We quote mill 
shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Spring steel, 
2.65c to 2.75c; sleigh shoe, 1.95c flat sizes; concave 
and convex, 2c; out of store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 2.50c 
to 2.60c; machinery steel, 2.15c to 2.25c base; plow 
steel, 2.50c and upward, according to quality; toe calk, 
2.30¢ to 2.40c; out of stock, 3c to 3.10c; ordinary tool 
steel, 6c to 7c; specials, 13c and upward; less than 
carload lots, 5 and 10 per cent higher; cold rolled 
shafting, carload lots, 47 per cent off; less than carload 
lots, 42 per cent off. 





REGISTERS. 

The majority of important manufacturers of reg- 
isters have adopted a new scale and will probably be 
used by all makers as a standard list, which will go 
into effect July 1, 1903, and subject to a discount of 
from 70 to 75 per cent. The prices on Black Japanned 
registers have changed but slightly, and these are in 
the nature of a reduction. There has been quite a 
large number of changes in register faces, which 
show slight advances. The former list of prices on 
floor borders have advanced in many cases. White 
Japanned frames are practically unchanged, while the 
faces have received a general reduction in price. 





WIRE NAILS. 

There is no improvement in new business on wire 
nails, and yet the tonnage being booked compares 
favorably with a year ago, and specifications on pre- 
vious commitments continue ample to keep the mills 
busy. Manufacturers state emphatically that prices 
will be maintained, and those who have been looking 
for the usual decline at this time of the year seem 
doomed to disappointment. Competition for new 
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business is said to have induced some jobbers to make 
concessions, but this seems to be a matter of consid- 
erable doubt. Quotations continue at $2.15 to $2.20 
in carload lots, f. o. b. Chicago. Broken cars sell at 
5 to 10 cents higher. For galvanizing 75 cents per 
keg and for tinning $1.50 extra per keg is charged. 





CUT NAILS. 

Cut nails have experienced a further falling off, 
and with an ample supply of steel and fairly adequate 
transportation facilities shipments are being made 
quite promptly. The market remains steady, howev- 
er, on the basis of $2.30 in carload lots and $2.35 in 
less than carload lots for steel, Chicago; iron nails are 
held at $2.45 to $2.50 per keg from store. 





SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 


The demand for wire fencing and also for fence 
wire has continued on a liberal scale and, with speci- 
fications on old contracts, keeps the mills considerably 
behind in the filling of orders. A firm tone has con- 
tinued to prevail, the following prices being current: 
Nos. 6 to g sell at $2.05 to $2.10 in carload lots on 
track, and $2.15 to $2.20 in less than carload lots from 
store, galvanized bringing 30 cents extra for Nos. 6 
to 14 and 60 cents extra for Nos. 15 and 16.
